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Abstract 

The purpose of this paper is to identify the features that are 
supported by the HP IP/IPX NDPS Printer Gateway (HP Gateway) 
and the Novell Printer Gateway (Novell Gateway) and to describe 
how the Novell Gateway can be used to manage HP printers. This 
paper also identifies the procedural discrepancies between the HP 
Gateway and the Novell Gateway that occur when configuring and 
managing printer devices. The reader should have the knowledge of 
the HP Gateway and Novell Netware operating system; familiarity 
with Novell iPrint/iManager in NetWare version 6.0 and 6.5 is 
helpful.

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Features of HP Gateway Versus Novell Gateway 



Printer Gateway Features 



IPX Protocol 

HP Gateway supports printing through IPX protocol. Because some customers 
still use the HP Gateway to print through IPX protocol, dropping IPXsupport 
could affect a numberof customers. Novell is shifting support from IPX to IP 
protocol. It would benefit customers to migrate to the IP protocol in orderto 
take advantage of future Novell developments. 



Job Monitoring 



HP Gateway'sjob monitoring feature providestrue end-of-job feedback when 
the last page of a document is printed. J ob monitoring in HP Gateway version 
3.00b is turned off by default because there are intermittent problemswhen it is 
enabled, especially when working with olderHP printer mod els Even though 
job monitoring exists in HP Gateway priorto version 3.x, this feature has not been 
actively promoted. Therefore, most customers a re not aware of this feature. 
There is no significant difference in termsofjob and printer status notifications 
between the HP Gateway and the Novell Gateway because both of them 
make use ofSNMP. The following example illustrates the job statusand printer 
status notifications that are provided by both Gateways.

Printer Discovery 

"The HP Gateway hasa unique feature that can discover HP J etDirect network 
attached printers and configure them as public access printers automatic ally. 
The Novell Gateway requiresthat administrators know the IP addressorhost 
name of the printer prior to configuring it. However, in most cases, this may not 
be relevant asadministratorsdo not routinely add public access printers 
everyday. 



Reporting Printer Features 

Information about individual printer features can be retrieved in NWAdmin 
through the Gateways' snap-ins. Although the snap-in forthe HP Gateway 
reports more information than the Novell Gateway snap-in, the extra 
information is helpful, but not critical. The following table shows the feature list 
forboth Gateways after configuring an HP Laserjet 8150 printer.

Grouping of HP Gateway Printer Agents 

HP Gateway has it's own unique user interface through the console and the 
snap-in. All printeragentscreated underHP Gateway are managed underthe 
HP Gateway console. ForNovell Gateway, all printeragentsare managed 
underthe NDPS Managerconsole. With Novell NetWare 6.0 and 6.5, all printer 
agentscan be managed through iPrint, a web interface. However, there is no 
grouping of printeragentswhetherthe printeragentsare created underHP 
Gateway ornot. In general, if customers a re using HP Gateway, they must use 
HP printersorHP J etDirect print servers. Customers that only use HP Gateway will 
typically experience a learning curve when using the Novell iPrint web interface 
to manage HP devices. This learning curve is generally related to differences in 
the "look-and-feel" in the user interfaces.
